SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Courage in Adversity 


“ The Lord is my rock and my fortress, and my deliverer. 
He is a shield to all that trust in Him.—\t Samuel xxii. ? 


In these anxious days, when men’s souls are being agonised 
in the furnace of war, there is no virtue so essential to 
our spiritual as well as physical well-being as that of a 
sustained courage certain of ultimate victory. This deter- 
mination to defy despair and to persevere, to pray and to 
labour for the success of our righteous cause must be rooted 
in an indomitable faith in the Lord who is our deliverer 
and our shield. Both for our own afflicted brethren in 
the lands of the enemy and for the world at large the out- 
look is so dark, the merciless terror of evil men is so 
distressing, that there is litthe wonder that the weaker ones 
among us lose heart and are filled with pessimistic thoughts. 
In our disappointment that early success has not been 
achieved, our confidence in the outcome of this mighty 
struggle grows feeble, and we fail to discern the ravs of 
the sunshine of the future shining through the gloom of 
the present. It its, therefore, impérative that we school! 
ourselves to “ wait upon the Lord,” to be patient in our 
anxiety, difficult as this certainly is in the present crisis 
Among the foremost preachers of courage and hopefulness 
we Jews must play a prominent part. It is both a religious 
and a patriotic obligation to set an example at this hour. 
The Jewish spirit of optimism has never been destroved. 
for it springs from a true understanding of the lessons of 
our past that has engraven upon our heart the indelible 
teaching, “the Lord ts my rock and my fortress. He ‘is 
a shield to all who trust in Him.’ Through the darkest 
nights of Israel's agony in bygone years, our fathers learned 
the bitter lesson of patient endurance of wrong and injustice 
so that their souls were fortified by a superhuman, almost 
Divine, strength to withstand all their sorrows until the 
storm had passed away. 

This summons to keep alive an unfaltering spirit of 
reliance upon our Heavenly Father-comes to us to-day once 
more when we are fighting against the godless savagery, 
of man’s inhumanity that is seeking to uproot all that ts 
most precious in religion and in civilisation. It is a war 
of freedom against tyranny, and, with God's help, so often 
revealed before, the Right must prevail. Our personal 
valour must emulate the gallant example of those who 
are upholding the cause of Truth and Justice on the terrible 
field of battle and we must give them our full support 
by our own courage in the tace of all setbacks and dangers. 

This valuable lesson we need to carry into all regions 
of thought and action in times of peace as well as at the 
present. Men are prone to show a lack of true courage 
in facing the problems, the obstacles to speedy success, in 
our ordinary lives. There is a distinct tendency to shrink 
from all that is hard, wearisome, and painful. In these days 
of a love of speed, we are usually in a hurry to achieve 
results. We want to reap as soon as we have sown. We 
are never content to work by the sweat of the brow and 
to labour patiently, bearing the burden of life -uncom- 
plainingly, and overcoming its difficulties, its defeats,. its 
sorrows, in a spirit of resolute determination, conscious that 
we shall win through in the end, delayed though the out- 
come may prove to be. And this longing for immediate 
success and for the realisation of our ambitions in the 
briefest possible space of time infects our religious life. 
We expect and almost demand from our Heavenly Fathe: 
to be shown short and easy ways to spiritual salvation. 
We crave after quick and miraculous effects that call forth 
the minimum of effort upon our own part. We murmur at 
being tested in our faith and in our capacity for endurance 
under the stress of trial and suffering. When our care- 
fully organised plans fail to achieve their object for reasons 
we cannot understand, there arises a violent resentment 
against the decrees of providence. At times when the cup 
of happiness in our daily lives does not run over and grief 
afflicts us, or those dearest to us, we become filled with 
bitter indignation, as though we are being unjustly treated 
by the Divine Power that rules the destiny of mankind. 
The friends of the patriarch Job who came to comfort him 
could find no better solution to the mystery of his grievous 
pain than that he was being deservedly punished for past 
sins. Like ourselves, with our limited intelligence, they 
could not understand the wisdom and love of God in 
His dealings with His creatures, the enigmas of life were 
too deep for them. Men are always impatient and illogical! 
in the presence of life's phenomena which they cannot 
explain according to their ordinary rules. We rise one 
morning with sunshine in our hearts, and again and again 
we whisper to ourselves that life is beautiful and God 
is good, but before the day is done, some disaster, some 
sad disappointment comes upon us, and we seek our rest 
infidels, with all our faith completely shattered in the 
rebellion that enters our souls. 

The courage we so urgently need in these days of fiery 
ordeal must discipline us for the upbuilding of strong 
characters able to bear up against the shocks that assail 
our faith, and to meet the buffetings of adversity with 
a calmness that derives its power from our undying belief 
in the Divine Mercy. Despair is death. Only while there 
is hope can there be life. Let nothing discourage us to-day 
in fighting the battle of righteousness, for He is ever our 
Rock and our Shield.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE’S 
PROBLEMS 


War-time Difficulties 
MEASURES FOR READJUSTMENT 


Vital Religious Tasks That Must 
Go On 


In an interview which he has given to THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, Sit Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E.. deals with 
some of the difficulties encountered by the United Syna- 
gogue under war conditions and outlines the steps which 
are being taken to meet them. 

“I teel that even now,” said Sir Robert, “ after ten months 
of war, many people do not realise the dangers which 
threaten the religious life of ou Community. Some of 
the more immediate difficulties which specially affect Jews 
are well known. Through the large-scale evacuation 
schemes, especially from London, many Jews have lost 
touch with their Synagogues; thousands of Jewish school- 
Chiiren are dispersed throughout the country, and it is an 
immensely difficult problem to mainiain their religious con- 
tacts and their religious inspiration. Families are dispersed, 
and large numbers of Jews are already serving and many 
more will shortly be serving in the Forces, 

“One result, most serious in its ultimate consequences, 
has been a definite weakening of the links which bind 
the Jew to the Synagogue. Unhappily, the march of events 
may compel further dispersals, and energetic measures are 
necessar\ if we are to avert the danger that the organised 
basis of our religious and communal life may be 
undermined 


Problems Never Viore Urgent 


lurning more particularly to the effects on. the United 
Synagogue. Sir Robert said that in forty years 
experience he did not remember a time when the religious 
problems affecting them were more urgent or more com- 
picx. [he United Synagogue was created as a strong central 
institution to care for Jewish public worship and other 
religious activities; through almost a century. its financial 
Strength had enabled it to carry out eflectrvely. those great 
tasks, but this unprecedented moment in history was stratn- 
ing almost to breaking point its power to maintain the fabric 
of their religious life, which depended now as ever on the 
loyalty of its members. 

“ The fall in the mcome of the United 
these war months.” he said, “1s of the ordes 
vear. If this calamitous expernence were to 
would involve the destruction of much of the vital work 
that the United Synagogue does for Anglo-Jewry. I do 
not think that all our members realise how much depends 
upon their support of the United Synagogue. It provides 
some £10,000 a vear towards the maimtenance of Jewish 
religious education. The Chief Rabbinate and the Beth 
Din are largely maintained by the United Synagogue. It 
devotes some £5,000 a year to welfare work in addition to 
large contributions every year to hospital and other visita- 
tion work: indeed, it has become the mainstay of many 
essential communal and charitable services, the relief of 
Jewish poor, help for those who have fallen on hard times, 
the care and re-establishment of discharged prisoners, and 
now the War-Services Committee. which deals with the 
religious needs of the Jewish members of H.M. Forces.”

Helping the Weaker Brethren 


One of the primary aims of the United Synagogue (Sit 
Robert continued) was to help the financially weaker Syna- 
gogues, and large sums were provided for that purpose 
Those vital religious tasks ‘went on quieliy from year to year 
and through them the Anglo-Jewish Community fulfilled its 
part in the religious life of the country. Few realised 
that the United Synagogue had been spending nearly 
£35.000 each year on those essential activities. Obviously) 
they could only be maintained if members loyally continued 
to support their Synagogues and if every Jew not yet 
attached to a Synagogue came in and contributed his quota. 

He was sometimes asked, said Sir Robert, what had 
happened to the United Synagogues ~ reserves.’ The 
answer was that in the last twenty years the United Syna- 
gogue had devoted its reserves, nearly half a million pounds, 
towards the erection of many of the houses of worship, 
communal halls, and classrooms necessary to provide for 
the religious life of their Community as it had spread into 
the outskirts of the Metropolis. In that they had shown 
an example to every other denomination and had maintained 
Certain “ reserves 
still left in Trust Funds were earmarked for specific pur- 
poses, the main one of which was the provision of pensions 
for their Ministers and other Officers. There were no 
hidden reserves, and their work had always depended and 
must always depend upon the regular flow of contributions 
from their members. 


Membership Groups for Evacuees 


To meet the religious emergency many exceptional 
measures had been taken. Sixteen membership groups had 
been formed in various parts of the country so that evacuee 
members and their families may be enabled to maintain 
their religious life. A special committee, on w hich each of 
their fifty-four Synagogues was represented by the Ministers 
and lay representatives of the local Congregations, had 
been set up with the primary purpose of bringing home 
to every Jew his responsibility to the Synagogue and urging 
him at all costs to maintain his part in its life and his con- 
tribution—spiritual and financial—to its) work. Strong 
groups of workers were being formed in every Synagogue, 
whose task would be to establish and to maintain contact 
with the masses of their members and with those who 
were not yet members’ of any Synagogue.

- In that way, concluded Sir Robert, the opportunity would 

be given to all who cared for the future of Judaism to 
mobilise in their thousands and join in an intensive and 
widespread campaign to enlist loyalty to the Synagogue and 
to all that they stood for as Jews. He was confident that 
as soon as the true position was realised the response of 
the Community would be loyal and generous; and the 
United Synagogue would be enabled once more to play 
its essential part in all the religious activities of Anglo- 
Jewry. so that every Jew by his loyalty to his Synagogue 
would contribute his utmost to the religious forces of the 
nation, engaged. as it was. in a life-and-death struggle in 
which religion was more truly at stake than it had ever 
been in history. 


CRISIS FOR ANGLO-JEWRY 


Evacuee Children May be Lost 
to Judaism 


NEW SUB-COMMITTEE APPOINTED 


The spiritual peril which faces Judaism and Jewry in this 
country because the Joint Emergency Committee for the 
Religious Education of Jewish Children from London is 
without the financial means to carry on was emphasised by 
speaker after speaker at a conference which was held at 
Woburn House on Tuesday evening. 

Ihe conference was convened by the Hon. Officers of the 
Board of Deputies after an urgent representation to do so 
had been received from the Joint Emergency Committee. 

Professor Brodetsky said that the question of providing 
adequate religious education for Jewish children who had 
been evacuated was one of the most important issues before 
the community. 

Dr. M. Epstein. Chairman of the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education, said that in the £10,000 appeal which at 
a conservative estimate was what was wanted to cover the 
whole of the work until the end of this vear, all they had 
collected so far was just a little over £1,000. 

Ihe Director of Jewish Education, Mr. Herbert M. Adler. 
M.B.E.. said they kept the very closest eye upon their 
expenditure and they had borrowed £3,000 from three vers 
public-spirited organisations, which was to be repaid out 
of the first proceeds of their appeal. 

Ihe Education Officer, Dr. Nathan Morris, said now the 
crisis was upon them and in a short time the new Hebrew 
teacher would have to face a young generation to whom all 
the institutions by which they were convinced they noust 
stand or fall would have lost all meaning 

Ihe Chief Rabbi strongly advocated the formation of a 
small Sub-Committee to approach those who had given so 
generously to the relief funds. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E.. said it-was their duty 
as a religious community to protect the right of their people 
to enjoy and to practise their religion. If Jewish parents 
were to do that and at the same time to comply with a 
serious myunction by the Government that people should 
send their children away from London, the only thing to 
make it possible was for the Jewish Community to create 
facilities for Jewish religious education and practice in the 
evacuation centres. 

After further discussion, Dr. Brodetsky said he felt that 
they ought to give to.a small Sub-Commiitee the power 
to go into the whole question and see whether it could work 
out a plan for an appeal to the Community. 

The conference agreed.

MR. SALMAN LEVONTIN 
Helped to Found Colonial Trust 


The death of Mr. Salman David Levontin, a pioneer in 
Palestine settlement and one of the founders of the Jewish 
Colonial Trust, occurred last week. He was 84 years old. 

Mr. Levontin was born in Orsha, Russia, in 1856, and 
when he was 26 years old he heiped to found Rishon- 
le-Zion. He was invited by Dr. Theodor Herzl to assist 
in establishing the Jewish Colonial Trust, and served as a 
Director for many years. 

Mr. Levontin went to Palestine in 1902 to become 
Managing Director of the Anglo-Palestine Company, which 
subsequently became the Anglo-Palestine Bank. He was a 
director of the Bank until his death. 


MR. PHILIP LYONS 


Mr. W. N. MARGOLIS writes: 

Mr. Philip Lyons, who died at Westcliff-on-Sea last week 
at the age of 64, will always be remembered with respect 
by every member of the Walthamstow and Leyton 
Congregation. 

His great joy in life was his work for this Congregation 
which he served as Collector for fourteen years; in addition 
he acted as Beadle, and collected for every charity con- 
nected with the Synagogue, entirely without remuneration. 
Personal ambition found no place in Philip Lyons’s life. 
His devotion to the service of God and his fellow men 
made him oblivious to private considerations. He did not 
hesitate to sacrifice his health mm his desire to serve. 


Da. Simcua Katz, aged 38, a librarian at the Jewish National 
and University Library on Mount Scopus, died suddenly while 
walking in Rehavia Street, Jerusalem. He was born at 
Tarnopol, published a book on punishment according to 
Talmudic laws, and also contributed to many learned Hebrew 
journals. He had been employed on the Eshkol Encyclopedia 
in Berlin and went to Palestine six years ago. 

The Cork Community mourns the death at the age of 59 of 
Mr. I. Shmulevitz, who was widely known in Dublin and Cork 
for his piety and his Talmudical knowledge. He contributed to 
a number of Jewish periodicals. 

The death has taken place of Rasst M. YesHayevirz, aged 67, 
who in 1924 went to Palestine from Poland where he was 
President of the Beth Din at Czenstochow. From 1926 to 1928 
he was a Tel-Aviv Municipal Councillor. 


It is reported from Vilnius (Vilna) that the death has taken 
place in the concentration camp at Dachau of Leip Hot anpersk!, 
former member of the Lodz Municipal Council and leader of the 
local Poale Zion Organisation. 


DAY OF PRAYER 
The Chief Sermon 


The Chief Rabbi preached at the Great Synagogue, 
London, last Sunday, on the Day of Prayer and Intercession 
which he had requested Synagogues throughout the country 
to observe. In the course of his sermon, he said: 

Desperate as our enemies proclaim our situation to be we 
know that Britain has in the past triumphantly mastered 
situations far more desperate.

Jewish children. It would be nothing short of a calamity if 
they had to withdraw teachers from any of those places 
or turn away children who had been attending classes for 
the last seven or eight months. They would therefore 
have to devote most of their resources to the old reception 
areas. 

Then there was the problem of the new reception areas, 
where, even at the lowest, 1,000 children had gone. How they 
could leave 1,000 children in these fateful times without 
any religious guidance he did not know. They simply could 
not afford to neglect such a problem. 

They must cling to the hope, Dr. Morris concluded, that 
at the eleventh hour the Community would become alive to 
the problem, as the J.R.E.B. had been alive to it for so 
many months past.

THE ENEMY WITHIN 


Anti-Semites Still Active 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Within the past week many instances of anti-Jewish feeling 
have been brought to my attention. My informants have 
included non-Jews as well as Jews. 

A defence worker told me, for instance, of a typically 
middle-class railway passenger who had vitu ted against 
the Jews—without a word of contradiction from the other 
non-Jewish passengers—all the way to a certain seaside 
town. 

A Jewish shopkeeper told me that as a queue for gas- 
masks was blocking his shop-entrance he had asked those 
waiting to “ get on to the other side of the pavement, please.” 
A non-Jew had then said derisively, “ You won't have that 
shop when old Hitler comes here—and a jolly good thing 
too.” 


Naturalised Aliens Attacked 


Disturbing, too, are the reports that demands are being 
made that aliens, whether naturalised or not, should be 
precluded from working in the Civil Defence Services. Such 
a demand was made at a recent meeting of the Hendon 
Borough Council, and was applauded by the Hennon TIMES 
AND GUARDIAN, 

It is my impression that although organised anti-Semitism 
has for the time being been hard hit by the crippling of 
the main anti-Jewish bOédies in the country, there exists a 
vague, amorphous anti-Jewish feeling, which appears to be 
developing. It is linked with the political and mulitary 
situation. 

The Jewish community must face up to the obvious fact 
that the internment of Mosley and other Fascists does not 
spell the end of anti-Semitism. In given circumstances I 
believe that certain elements in Britain will strenuously 
attempt to divert public. feeling into anti-Jewish channels. 

That process is apparently already beginning, and the 
Jewish Defence Committee would do well to be on the alert. 
Immediate action is vitally necessary. 


Continued Vigilance Needed 


This paper pointed out a few weeks ago what it was 
necessary to do. First, to undertake educational work “to 
undo the mischief that has been effected in many minds, 
and to free them, by providing factual proof, from the 
poison of anti-Jewish calumnies.” Secondly, to spread 
untiringly the truth that every anti-Semite its, knowingly 
or unknowingly, a Hitler agent. Further, as a logical develo 
ment of all this, it is urgently necessary to undertake 
“ ynternal defence”; “to preach, day in and day out, the 
overmastering lesson to individual Jews that they are 
expected to live the lives they teach, if they are not to court 
hatred and contumely.”

Italian Claim to Palestine 


An extraordinary edition of the Palestine Gazette last 
Friday night contained an amendment to the Emergency 
Power Act of 1939, telegraphed from London, giving the 
High Commissioner wide powers to conscript Palestine’s 
wealth and resources in the prosecution of the war. 

The High Commissioner is now authorised to issue 
regulations “requiring persons to place themselves, their 
services and their property at His Majesty's disposal as it 
appears to him expedient for the public safety, the defence 
of the realm, the maintenance of public order, the efficient 
prosecution of any war, or for the maintenance of supplies 
or services essential to the life of the community.” 

The General Officer Commanding the British Forces in 
Palestine, Lieut.-General G. J. Gillard, has broadcast a 
message of encouragement. Britain, single-handed, has 
fought and won many splendid wars, he emphasised. The 
courage Of British men and women was stil] strong and 
steadfast. “ Britain still possesses a tremendous weapon 
sea-power—which is still a shield for Palestine,” he declared. 


Yishuy's Rejected Offer 


The Conference of the Council of the Jewish Labour 
Party which began on Saturday evening was concluded on 
Sunday. A resolution expressing the devotion of the Yishuy 
to the principle of democracy for which the Allied countries 
are fighting declared that the Jews in Palestine were faced 
with the most vital task of preventing the penetration of the 
enemy into the country. 

A resolution was adopted expressing surprise that the 
authorities had not yet utilised the offer of the Yishuv to 
place all tts resources at the disposal of the Government. 
The resolution declared that the Yishuv could provide 
scores of thousands of capable men prepared heart and 
soul to join in the defence of the country under the British 
flag in the fight against Hitlerism. 

The Council decided on an appeal to the Yishuy to unite 
for the supreme effort and to rally all forces round the 
national institutions. 

The Council of the Jerusalem Kehilla, headed by Dr. 
David Yellin, has visited the District Commissioner and 
conveyed an expression of the allegiance of the Jerusalem 
Jewish Community to the cause of the Allies. The delega- 
tion expressed absolute faith in the ultimate victory of the 
Allies and offered to give assistance to the Government 
and the military authorities.

Imperial Rome.”

Dr. Morris addressed the Board on the present 
educational position, and said that apart from London, 
which was a vast problem and could be ignored only at 
their peril, there were two other problems. There were the 
old reception areas, in which were between 4,000 and 5,000 
Jewish children. It would be nothing short of a calamity if 
they had to withdraw teachers from any of those places 
or turn away children who had been attending classes for 
the last seven or eight months. They would therefore 
have to devote most of their resources to the old reception 
areas. 

Then there was the problem of the new reception areas, 
where, even at the lowest, 1,000 children had gone. How they 
could leave 1,000 children in these fateful times without 
any religious guidance he did not know. They simply could 
not afford to neglect such a problem. 

They must cling to the hope. Dr. Morris concluded, that 
at the eleventh hour the Community would become alive to 
the problem, as the J.R.E.B. had been alive to it for so 
many months past. es

THE ENEMY WITHIN 


Anti-Semites Still Active 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


Within the past week many instances of anti-Jewish feeling 
have been brought to my attention. My informants have 
included non-Jews as well as Jews. 

A defence worker told me, for instance, of a typically 
middle-class railway passenger who had ey rng against 
the Jews—without a word of contradiction from the other 
non-Jewish passengers—all the way to a certain seaside 
town. 

A Jewish shopkeeper told me that as a queve for gas- 
masks was blocking his shop-entrance he had asked those 
waiting to “ get on to the other side of the pavement, please.” 
A non-Jew had then said derisively, “ You won't have that 
shop when old Hitler comes here-—and a jolly good thing 
too.” 


Naturalised Aliens Attacked 


Disturbing, too, are the reports that demands are being 
made that aliens, whether naturalised or not, should be 
precluded from working in the Civil Defence Services. Such 
a demand was made at a recent meeting of the Hendon 
Borough Council, and was applauded by the Henpon TIMES 
AND GUARDIAN, 

It is my impression that although organised anti-Semitism 
has for the time being been hard hit by the crippling of 
the main anti-Jewish bédies in the country, there exists a 
vague, amorphous anti-Jewish feeling, which appears to be 
developing. It is linked with the political and military 
situation. 

The Jewish community must face up to the obvious fact 
that the internment of Mosley and other Fascists does not 
spell the end of anti-Semitism. In given circumstances I 
believe that certain elements in Britain will strenuously 
attempt to divert public feeling into anti-Jewish channels. 

That process is apparently already beginning: and the 
Jewish Defence Committee would do well to be on the alert. 
Immediate action is vitally necessary. 


Continued Vigilance Needed 


This paper pointed out a few weeks ago what it was 
necessary to do. First, to undertake educational work “to 
undo the mischief that has been effected in many minds, 
and to free them, by providing factual proof, from the 
poison of anti-Jewish calumnies.” Secondly, to spread 
.untiringly the truth that every anti-Semite is, knowingly 
or unknowingly, a Hitler agent. Further, as a logical develo 
ment of all this, it is urgently necessary to undertake 
“gnternal defence’; “ta preach, day in and day out, the 
overmastering lesson to individual Jews that they are 
expected to live the lives they teach, if they are not to court 
hatred and contumely.” 

_ The least that the Jewish community can do in the present 
situation to aid, is to render it impossible for the anti-Jewish 
Fifth Columnist to sow his disruptive seeds. Effective action 
as outlined above will do this, and will secure a ready 
response from the Jewish public. 


“HOME DEFENCE MOVEMENT ” 
B.U.F.’s New Mask ? 


_ When a woman member of the B.U.F. was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment at Worthing last week after 
sending certain literature to a soldier, it was revealed in 
court that letters addressed to the soldier were found to 
contain reading matter dealing with a “Home Defence 
Movement” and material clearly emanating from the B.U.F. 

It thus appears that the Fascists are attempting to carry

Italian Claim to Palestine 


An extraordinary edition of the Palestine Gazette last 
Friday night contained an amendment to the Emergency 
Power Act of 1939, telegraphed from London, giving the 
High Commissioner wide powers to conscript Palestine’s 
wealth and resources in the prosecution of the war. 

The High Commissioner is now authorised to issue 
regulations “requiring persons to place themselves, their 
services and their property at His Majesty's disposal as it 
appears to him expedient for the public safety, the defence 
of the realm, the maintenance of public order, the efficient 
prosecution of any war, or for the maintenance of supplies 
or services essential to the life of the community.” 

The General Officer Commanding the British Forces in 
Palestine, Lieut.General G. J. Giffard, has broadcast a 
message of encouragement. Britain, single-handed, has 
fought and won many splendid wars, he emphasised. The 
courage of British men and women was stil] strong and 
steadfast. “ Britain still possesses a tremendous weapon—— 
sea-power—which is still a shield for Palestine,” he declared. 


Yishuy's Rejected Offer 


The Conference of the Council of the Jewish Labour 
Party which began on Saturday evening was concluded on 
Sunday. A resolution expressing the devotion of the Yishuy 
to the principle of democracy for which the Allied countries 
are fighting declared that the Jews in Palestine were faced 
with the most vital task of preventing the penetration of the 
enemy into the country. 

A resolution was adopted expressing surprise that the 
authorities had not yet utilised the offer of the Yishuv to 
place all its resources at the disposal of the Government. 
The resolution declared that the Yishuv could provide 
scores of thousands of capable men prepared heart and 
soul to join in the defence of the country under the British 
flag in the fight against Hitlerism. 

The Council decided on an appeal to the Yishuv to unite 
for the supreme effort and to rally all forces round the 
national institutions. 

The Council of the Jerusalem Kehilla, headed by Dr. 
David Yellin, has visited the District Commissioner and 
conveyed an expression of the allegiance of the Jerusalem 
Jewish Community to the cause of the Allies. The delega- 
tion expressed absolute faith in the ultimate victory of the 
Allies and offered to give assistance to the Government 
and the military authorities. 


Italy’s “ Battle of the Grail” 


Italy is now seeking to “ liberate the Holy Land anda 
campaign has begun in Rome to justify the country’s claim 
to Palestine. 

The campaign was opened by the publication of a tele- 
gram to Mussolini signed by thirty Italian bishops in which 
they dedicated themselves to active participation in Italy s 
“battle of the Grail” and supplicated him to plant the 
glorious banner of Italy over the Holy Sepulchre as a sign 
of “the harmony of the civilised people of Christian and 
Imperial Rome.” 

This was followed by an article in the newspaper IL 
PiccoLo, explaining how King Victor Emmanuel has the 
right to succeed to the titles of King of Jerusalem and 
ei og In 1277, the article explains, Marie of Antioch 

ed the Kingdom of Jerusalem to Angio, King of Naples. 

There is little doubt that the inspiration for this cam- 
paign to make Palestine Italian emanates from Italian 
official quarters. 

The curator of the Mosque of Omar has.communicated 
with Sir Harold MacMichael protesting against the Italian 
bishops’ attitude, which, he says, “discloses the malign 
intention of Italy, which is the enemy of Islam. On behalf 
of every Moslem interested in the affairs and safety of the 
Mosque of Omar we denounce through your Excellency 
these evil intentions and emphasise to His Majesty's 
Government the readiness of Moslems to sacrifice themselves 
in the defence of their holy places.” ; 

Haifa anti-aircraft batteries went into action last weck- 
end against an unidentified ‘plane which flew above the 
port. The machine may have been an Italian reconnaissance 
machine from Rhodes spying out the defences. 

Several Italian Jews, including four members of the 
faculty of the Hebrew University, who had been interned 
following Italy's declaration of war, have now been 
released. 

All except one of the Revisionists detained under the 
Emergency Regulations have now been released. The sole 
exception is Eri Jabotinsky, who has been detained since 
his arrival in Palestine with a transport of illegal refugees 
last February.

FIFTH COLUMN ACTIVITIES 


Conservative M.P.’s Suspicions 
REFERENCE TO LORD TAViSTOCK 


Fifth Column activities in Scotland were mentioned by 
Mr. J. H. McKie (Con., Galloway) in the House last week 
when he spoke of “certain individuals” in lonely parts 
of the country who were not very friendly disposed towards 
the policy of the Government. He referred specifically to 
the Marquess of Tavistock, who was a resident in his con- 
stituency. Questions had been asked about him in the 
House and no satisfactory answer had been returned. As 
we were engaged in a life-and-death struggle, he thought 
the Scottish Home Department should take this matter into 
serious consideration. He had received several letters from 
this individual, who was a tenant of his own. (An hon. 
Member here questioned: “Does he pay his rent?” Mr. 
McKie replied: “He asked me to release him during the 
war because, he said, owing to the increased taxation he 
had not money enough to pay.”) Mr. McKie was not 
allowed by the Chairman to develop what he called “ this 
very glaring case “ as the.Police Section of the Home Office 
Vote was not before the House. - He concluded: “ Many of 
us are deeply disturbed with regard to the activities of quite 
a number of people in Scotland.” 


THE B.U.F. 


The Home Office is carefully watching the position with 
regard to the British Union of Fascists, Sir JOHN ANDERSON, 
the Home Secretary, stated in reply to Mr. L. StLKin (Lab., 
Peckham), who pointed out that the B.U.F. offices had been 
reopened and the organisation was being kept alive by 
volunteers.

THE REFUGEES 


Demands for More Restrictions 
Further demands for the internment of enemy aliens have 


~ been made in the House of Commons with proposals for 


further restrictions of their movements and activities. In 
reply, Sir John Anderson stated that chief constables have 
discretion to take into custody enemy aliens in regard to 
whom they feel doubt. It was not in the public interest 
‘ to disclose in advance further measures contemplated for 
the control of Germans and Austrians. 

The question of restricting the private telephone facilities 
of enemy aliens, so far as conversations in foreign languages 
are concerned, is being considered by the Home Office in 
consultation with the Postmaster-General. 

Denial of widely published reports that interned refugees 
were given rations exceeding those of the civilian popula- 
tion was made by Mr. R. K. Law, Financial Secretary to 
the War Office, who said: “Interned civilians who are 
rationed in kind are fed on a scale approved by the 
medical authorities as suitable for the conditions under 


which they are living. The scale includes meat and sugar in 
quantities corresponding to the ordinary civilian ration. It 
does not include butter and bacon.” te 
Sir John Anderson told the House that the contribution 
made by the Treasury towards the expenditure of the 
voluntary organisations who have been befriending refugees 
from Nazi oppression amounted up to end of May to the 
sum of £234,000, and this sum included the £100,000 con- 
tributed in respect of the last four months of 1939. It 
was not possible to say what additional expenditure might 
have been incurred by local authorities in respect of persons 
admitted to hospitals or by the Assistance Board, but these 
sums were quite small, since the main burden of main- 
taining the refugees who had been unable to obtain employ- 
ment had been borne by the voluntary committees. The 
Treasury contribution had been considerably less than. half 


their expenditure, and the major share had been met by” 


voluntary contributions. 


JEWS IN THE FORCES 


Officer Cadet Geoffrey Samuel Stalbow (24) and Pte. 
Richard Benson Stalbow (22), of 104, Highgate West Hill, 
N.6, are brothers with remarkable scholastic records. In 
1927. they both went to Palestine and received a Hebrew 
training at Rehovot. They returned to England in 1930, and 
at University College School distinguished themselves in 
study and in sport (Rugger and tennis). Geoffrey spent a 
year in Germany, and in March, 1933, took a diploma in 
German Literature at Berlin University. Back in England, 
he attended University College, London, and in 1936 took 
his B.A. with first-class honours, in mathematics. A year 
later, he gained a diploma in French at Paris University, 
and delivered Zionist lectures in French. While at college 
in London, he was Chairman of the Jewish Students’ Union, 
Organiser and Chairman of the North London Hebrew- 
Speaking Circles, and Treasurer of the Federation of Zionist 
Youth. He volunteered before war broke out and is now an 
officer cadet in the Royal Artillery.

Richard Stalbow matriculated in 1934 with distinctions in 
all his eight subjects, including French, German, and 
Spanish. He worked for a year on the land in Palestine, and 
is a fine Hebraist. Returning to England in 1935, he entered 
University College, London, and in 1938 gained the Joseph 
Hume Scholarship in Political Economy. The University 
authorities recommended him to take a Post-Graduate 
course at Harvard University, U.S.A., for which he made 
all arrangements in March, 1939. In June that year he 
gained his B.Sc. (Econ.) in London and went on to Harvard. 
When war broke out he insisted on returning, in spite of 
being told by the British Consul that he was under no 
obligation to do so. Although the University Recruiting 
Board recommended his employment in the Army in a 
Statistical capacity, he was advised that he must wait for a 
vacancy, but he wrote again to the War Office, being eager 
to join. Finally he was called up to the R.A.M.C., but will 
possibly be transferred later. He is a keen sportsman and 
was tennis captain at University College, London. 

Private Percy Gilbert, now in the R.A.M.C.. was a 
member of the Eastern Branch of the London Jewish 
Hospital. At their functions he was a popular entertainer 
with song and accordion.

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HITLER NOW WANTS, THE

Tending German War-Wounded 


COLLAPSE OF A THEORY 


It appears that the Nazis have lately realised that the 
services of Jewish doctors, so assiduously hounded out of 
Germany during the past few years, would be most wel- 
come in dealing with the vast masses of war-wounded 
solaiers who have streamed back from the front. 

In the past, the fiercest and most unreasonable hatred of 
the Nazis was always directed, for some strange reason, 
against Jewish doctors. They were looked upon as a sym- 
bol of Jewish domination, and the severest decrees were 
introduced against them. One of the first acts of the Nazi 
regime in 1933 was to begin to prevent Jewish doctors from 
practising. For years this process went on in Germany with 
a ruthlessness which has cleared the Reich of some of the 
most illustrious medical workers. 

Then came the war, and with it the first signs of a change 
of Nazi policy. Jewish doctors who had remained in 
Germany were quietly invited to join military hospitals and 
resume their practices: But the action was entirely volun- 
tary on the part of the doctors, and the Nazi Press was 
loath to mention anything about the change. 

With the invasion of the Low Countries and the launch- 
ing of the great offensive on the Western Front, there came 
a reversal of the Nazi policy typical for its thoroughness 
and inconsistency. 

Not only are all Jewish doctors left in Germany obliged 
to give their services to military hospitals, but similar com- 
pulsory orders have been issued in the Czech Protectorate 
and Slovakia. Jewish doctors incarcerated for years in con- 
centration camps and prisons have been released and 
hurried to the various military hospitals to alleviate the 
suffering of the wounded Nazis. The Nazi Government has 
even gone to the length of inviting Jewish doctors from the 
occupied territory of Poland to come to Germany to engage 
in this work of healing. German military hospitals in the 
Reich, and particularly in Austria and Czecho-Slovakia, are 
full of Jewish doctors, and no-one seems to remember the 
Nazi theory of their domination of Germany. 


DUTCH QUISLING THREATENS 
JEWS 


Moves to eliminate “ Jewish. influence” in Holland have 
been proclaimed by Anton Mussert, leader of the Dutch 
Nazi Party, according to a broadcast from the German-con- 
trolled Dutch stations this week. 

The publicity given by the German authorities to Mussert’s 
statement is taken to indicate that they intend to make use 
of the Dutch Nazis in the creation of a puppet state in 
which all Government offices would be filled by Dutch 
Nazis but all power would remain with the Reich Com- 
missioner. 

Until very recently, the invaders relegated the Dutch Nazis 
to the background, but it seems that they have now decided 
on the form in which to consolidate their conquest and are 
bringing the Dutch Nazis to the fore. 

According to reports received by Dutch circles in London, 
the Nazi racial laws are being enforced in Holland with 
increasing rigour. Jews and other “ non-Aryans”™ are now 
being removed from all positions of authority, and _ their 
complete removal from journalism is expected shortly. 


JEWS INTERNED IN ITALY 


Six hundred Italian, Polish, and German Jews have been 
arrested by the police throughout the country since Italy’s 
declaration of war, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

According to unconfirmed reports, some 3,000 Polish and 
German Jewish refugees who were in Italy at the declaration 
of war, mainly in Trieste, will be concentrated in a small 
town in Southern Italy. They will be free to move about at 
will within a certain area. 

So far there have been no drastic measures of arrest against 
the native Jewish population, despite the efforts of leading 
Jew-baiters to secure the internment of the entire Jewish 
population. 

Most of the Italian Jews are expected to be utilised in 
the country’s war machine through the mobilisation of the 
civilian population. A large number of Jewish doctors who 
had been barred from practice under the racial laws are to 
be drafted for service in the military hospitals. 


CZECH ANTI-NAZIS 


_ The gigantic efforts by the Nazis to exploit their victory 
in France for the purpose of breaking the spirit of the anti- 
Nazi Czechs and Slovaks have not been crowned with suc- 
cess. On the contrary, oppositional activity has been 
intensified, and large quantities of anti-Nazi leaflets are 
being secretly distributed everywhere. Some of them warn 
people against the dangers of anti-Jewish disruption. 


Such is the fury of the Gestapo that they have been ~ 


indiscriminately arresting Jewish printers. 
€ authorities in the Protectorate and in Slovakia have been 
recruiting Jews into the forced labour battalions. 
A number of Jewish hospitals have been turned into militar 
hospitals to accommodate wounded German soldiers. The Jewis 
patients were evicted at short notice. 


RELEASE OF AMERICAN 
FASCISTS 


Fourteen members of the American “ Christian Front,” 
the Fascist and anti-Semitic organisation, have been released 
by the Federal Court on charges of conspiracy to over- 
throw the U.S. Government and theft of Government muni- 
tions. Nine of the men were acquitted, and the others were 
released either by disagreement among the jury or dismissal 
of the charges. 

Four more members have yet to be tried. 
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FRANCE UNDER THE GESTAPO 


Jews Hide in Paris Parks 


ROUNDED UP IN THOUSANDS 
[From a Correspondent} 


“Many of those German, Polish, and Czech Jews who 
managed to escape from Germany and thus avoided punish- 
ment for their crimes will be discovered when our victorious 
armies enter Paris. We found hundreds of them in Holland 
and Belgium, we shali find tens of thousands of them in 
France. We have forgotten neither their names nor their 
faces.” 

About 300 Jews from Germany and Poland who had found 
a refuge from Nazism in Paris did not wait until this threat 
of the ScHWaRzeE Korps, Himmiler’s paper, materialised: 
they were among the 800 people who committed suicide in 
Paris in the twenty-four hours after the first German troops 
had entered the Paris suburbs. 

it is true that before the fall of Paris the military 
authorities, on Government orders, did all they could to help 
the refugees to get away. They were released from restric- 
tions imposed upon enemy aliens and prohibiting them from 
leaving their police district; and about two-thirds of the 
Jewish refugees in Paris were thus able to leave Paris and 
to get another respite in Southern France. 

The rest remained in the city, still hoping that they would 
be spared the terrible fate of falling into the clutches of 
the Gestapo again. 

The night before the fall of Paris was a night of agony. 
The refugees knew that the Gestapo would find all the 
facts about them in the files at the police headquarters 
where they were registered. Many of them left their homes 
and tried to hide themselves in the Bois de Vincennes and 
- a Bois de Boulogne, the two large parks just outside 
the city. 

They knew that the Gestapo had acted most ruthlessly in 
Holland and Belgium against all refugees whose relatives 
had “ worked against National Socialism.” Many refugee 
families in France had sons and brothers in the French 
army. They were afraid of the terrible revenge of the 
Gestapo. 

With the refugees who left Paris went French Jews who 
knew that the Gestapo would not refrain from sending them 
to concentration camps in Germany, just as they had done 
with Jews in Amsterdam and Brussels. : 


Journey's End 


One of the unfortunate refugees who preferred suicide 
to capture by the Gestapo was just expecting to leave-France 
for the United States. In his last letter to the U.S. Con- 
sulate, he wrote: “I have fled four times from Nazism to 
escape the Gestapo which persecuted me for racial and 

litical reasons.- I went from Austria to Czechoslovakia. 
rom Czechoslovakia to Holland, from Holland to Belgium. 
and from Belgium to France. Now I am throwing up the 
sponge. My heart is broken.” 

Directly the first Gestapo officers arrived in Paris, they 
established their office in the Préfecture, the police head- 
quarters on the Ile de la Cité (the island in the centre 
of the city). : 

Their first order for all citizens of Paris was that the, 
had to return to their homes and to stay there. Severe 
punishment threatened those disobeying this order. 

French police, under command of German officers and 

Gestapo agents, then raided the parks for “ fugitives,” and 
about 4,000 men and women who had lived there for four 
days were arrested. 
_ The He da la Cité was transformed into a vast concentra- 
tion camp and the bridges leading from this heart of Paris 
were guarded by machine guns and A.A. gun posts. 18,000 
people were arrested during the first two days. 


Black Lists 


The Gestapo worked according to their old system of 
“ Black Lists.” Fifth Columnists who had watched the 
refugees had watched the French Jews as well. 

Many of the arrested had never had any relation to 
politics. Wealth was one motive for arrest; and nearly all 
the wealthy Jews of Paris were arrested during the first 
two days. 

The French police were completely helpless. Those police 
officers who openly showed their sympathy for the victims 
and their contempt for the Gestapo methods were dismissed 
at once and arrested. :

THE MADAGASCAR HELL 


Infamous Plan for French Colony 
NAZIS’ NEW DEVIL’S ISLAND 


The German conquests in France have led to an extensive 

agitation among Nazi circles in favour of an official pro- 
nouncement that France will be deprived of Madagascar, 
and that this large African island will be set aside as a 
reservation for Jews. Large numbers of Jews, say the 
Nazis, could be transported from Europe in the same way 
as Jews were taken to Lublin. The island could then 
become a penal settlement where Jews would do forced 
labour under Nazi control. 
_ Nazis and Fascists have long toyed with the idea of send- 
ing Jews to Madagascar. Perhaps there was something in 
the name that caught their fancy. Some time ago, the 
Polish Government—those were pre-war days—sent a com- 
mission to explore the sibilities of dumping Poland's 
“ surplus” Jews on the island, but nothing came of their 
journey. Experts who know the island well have declared 
it totally unsuitable for European settlement.

“ Bring Your Coffins ” 

In 1938, an ex-Governor-General of Madagascar, M. 
Marcel Olivier, in discussing the Polish mission to the island, 
declared that there were no prospects whatever of any settle- 
ment of Europeans. As far back as 1926, he added, the 
then Polish Ambassador in Paris, Count Chlapowski, had 
discussed with him the possibility of settling Polish 
emigrants, and he told the Ambassador that the only Euro- 
pean agriculturists who tried to settle on the tsland. were 
decimated by diseases and that the same fate befell other 
colonists. 

In 1927, a Japanese mission visited the island to study the 
possibilities of-settling Japanese there, and camé to the 
conclusion that no such colonisation was possible. 

* Polish anti-Semites.” gommented M. Olivier in 1938, 
“have been misled by the mirage of Madagascar... . If 
Poland interprets the results of the mission in any positive 
sense, then the French Government should out of sheer 
charity bar the way to the Polish immigrants. Should the 
French Government not do so, then it ought to insist that 
the immigrants bring their coffins with them.” 


IN SOUTHERN FRANCE 
Misery of the Fugitives 


The scenes of misery and tragedy of the refugees, Jewish 
and non-Jewish, in Southern France beggar description. 
In Bordeaux and Toulouse the congestion has been terrible; 
up to twenty people crowded in a single room. Vast 
numbers. were obliged to live in the fields and in the forests. 
There was a great shortage of food and a still greater 
shortage of clothing, as most of the refugees left their homes 
with only the clothes they wore. 

Thousands of children lost their parents and _hailt- 
demented parents searched for their children. The death- 
rate, particularly among the older people and children, was 
appalling and was still further increased by a great number 
of suicides. 

At Bordeaux and Toulouse, the Jewish communities have 
organised relief committees, but the demand made upon 
them has been so great that the committees are unable to 
cope with-them. So desperate was the condition of the 
majority of refugees that some of them, particularly those 
from Holland and Belgium, regretted having left their homes 
and actually made attempts to return. 

Yet even this suffering, physical and mental, has not 
exhausted their agony. Nazi agitators among the population 
are fantastically accusing the Jews of being guilty of the 
calamity that has befallen France. Indeed, according to one 
report, anti-Jewish riots broke out in Toulouse. 


HOPE FOR LITHUANIAN JEWS 


Improvement Follows Government 
Changes 


A marked improvement in the position of the 347,000 
Jews in Lithuania is to be expected from the recent change 
of Government. the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports, 
The new Government had promised full social and national 
equality for all sections of the population, and changes in 
sdminiteetion have already been made. A Jew, Dr. Leon 
Kogan, has become Minister of Health. ag 

All Jewish institutions in the country are functioning 
normally and are continuing their usual activities, and the 
refugee position, particularly in Vilnius (Vilna) has been 
considerably alleviated owing to the cessation of the former 
restrictive measures, 

On Saturday, four Poles, one of them a woman, were 
sentenced by the Vilnius District Court to terms of imprison- 
ment ranging from three months to six years following their 
conviction for participation in an anti-Jewish riot last 
October, when one Jew was killed and several injured. 

It was revealed during the trial that the police had been 
negligent in preventing the attacks on the Jews; it was 
recalled that General Skucas, then Minister of the Interior, 
fined a Jewish journalist for criticising the police attitude. 


FULL RIGHTS IN LATVIA 
An Official Pledge 


M. Latsis, the Minister for Home Affairs in the new 
Latvian Government formed last week, said in a broadcast 
speech that the new Government would introduce a number 
of measures for developing and improving the material 
and cultural wellbeing of the people; for ensuring the 
liberties and rights of the people: for ensuring the interests 
of the State and of all citizens irrespective of their property, 
status, religion, education, and nationality. 

The Jewish population of Latvia amounted to 93,479 in 
1935, when (the last census was taken. They formed 4.79 per 
cent. of the population, being the third largest national group. 


TOTALITARIAN RUMANIA 
Jew-Baiters in the Saddle 


The restoration of the Iron Guard to a place of 
prominence in political life and the establishment of a full 
totalitarian system are likely to have a grave bearing on the 
Jewish position in Rumania. 

King Carol's new move is apparently the direct result 
of intense German pressure, coupled with the collapse of 
France, and is taken to indicate that Rumania will more 
than ever be subject to German influence in all spheres. 

The general amnesty for political offenders will permit 
hundreds of Iron Guard agitators to resume their old Jew- 
baiting activities; and already a new campaign of incite- 
ment is beginning. ! 

King Carol, in his broadcast speech, indicated that he 
would personally head the new ‘National Union Party which 
replaces the former Front of National Renaissance, and he 
can be expected to make every effort to prevent changes 
in the internal situation. What vitally affects the Jewish 
position is whether the King, by his personal influence and 
by his inclusion of the National Peasants in the new one- 
party system, will be able to restrain the Iron Guardists, who 
can be expected, both from choxe and on instructions from 
Berlin, to press on to anti-Jewish attacks. 

Ihe new National Union Party is expected to be more 
pronouncedly anti-Semitic than its predecessor. Jews will 
be excluded and its membership will be a prerequisite for 
any State or Army post. 

Last week the Minister of Supplies, M. Slavescu, sent a 
letter to the Jewish Women’s Committee, expressing thanks 
for their generous contributions in materiais and currency 
to the work of equipping the Rumanian Army. 


“CANADIAN FUEHRER’S” ARREST 


Adrien Arcand, the “Canadian Fihrer.” and ten other 
members of the National Unity Party, have been interned. 

The Minister of Justice, Mr. Lapointe, told Canadian 
M.P.s last week that the men had been in communication 
with enemies in Germany, Italy, and elsewhere, and had 
plotted against the safety of the State. 
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CONQUEST BY CORRUPTION 


TO-DAY France—at least Metropolitan France-—with 
her matchless genius, France the hub of human progress 
and the home of lofty ideals—as shown by nothing 
more vividly than by her generous welcome to count- 
less myriads of refugees from barbarism—is lost as 
a powerful force in the world. The light has gone 
from “ la ville lumiére,” and under the darkening clouds 
of Nazi barbarism it has become a city of dreadful 
night. But the night will not cndure. Every man of 
stout heart and righteous principles maintains unshaken 
the rock-like faith that, as the Prime Minister put it, 
life and power will be given to Britain to rescue the 
whole French nation’ from the ruin and bondage into 
which it has been cast by the might and fury of the 
enemy and “from other causes.’ With the might of 
undaunted Britain behind her, and, as we must all 
fervently hope, a resolute resistance from those French 
elements still free, the darkness over France will lift, 
and she will rise again to a stature greater and purer 
than her former grandeur. 


Meanwhile it is indeed imperative to take note of 
certain aspects of recent events and to grasp the urgent 
lessons that they teach. The desertion of the Belgian 
King has been followed by the desertion, to use no 
stronger word, of the Bordeaux Government, in con- 
tempt of a solemn agreement and without consultation 
with the Parliamentary representatives of the French 
nation. These two defections witness to the terrible 
moral deterioration which the Nazis have deliberately 
wrought among leading men in Europe’s ruling classes. 
They testify to the creeping putrefaction of spirit, the 
rotting of the moral fibre, generated by the Nazis by 
means of spectacular violence and untiring intrigue in 
those very quarters which should most sturdily have 
resisted them. Let the world, let Britain and America 
in particular, grasp one overmastering truth. These 
processes of moral debilitation in high quarters are 
not accidental. They flow from the Nazis’ deliberate 
policy, carefully planned and ruthlessly pursued, to 
poison the spirit and morality of their . predestined 
victims. Hitler himself has shamelessly avowed it. He 
has openly stated that his method is first to disintegrate 
from within those whom he selects for his victims, and 
then to march in over their broken will and collect his 
spoils. 

We have seen his plan in action in country after 
country. Indeed, there has not been one victim whom 
he has not defeated in this way. He has cozened, and 
suborned, and corrupted. He has lied and plotted. He 
has confused the issue with impudent and fraudulent 
protestations and promises. He has sown weakness of 
will everywhere-——not excluding Britain and America— 
and divided citizens of the nations into two camps: 
on the one hand the healthy, moral-disease-resisting; 
on the other, those who were consciously for Hitler 
and prepared for treason, and those who were perhaps 
innocently gulled into the blundering conviction that 
the Nazi devil was not as black as he was painted, and 
whose will for compromise, rather than for outright 
victory, was encouraged accordingly. In a word, he has 
planned this gigantic conflict as a war not between 
nations but, as has been truly said, as a series of civil 
wars, in the confident hope that he will thereby easily 
impose his will on his divided enemies. And his cunning 
plan is succeeding. His victories, so far, have not been 
the triumph of the “ Aryan” superman, not even of 
the armed weight of the Teuton hordes whom he sends 
ruthlessly to slaughter, but the conquest of enemies 
weakened and befuddled¢in advance by fear and cor- 
ruption at many points, . Thus the Fifth Column strategy, 
in its widest sense, has been the paramount factor in 
Germany's successes. We saw this in Norway. We 
have had more than a glimpse of it in France, where 
all the unstinted devotion and matchless gallantry of 
the troops could not make up for the steady sapping 
in certain quarters which led to slackness, division, and 
the implanting of a disastrous will to compromise, and in 
the end forced a whole nation to its knees. The heavy 

toll which the French troops have nevertheless taken of 
the Nazi enemies clearly shows how different the result 
would have been if the German Army had had some- 
thing harder to accomplish than to force a door half 
opened in advance. 

A grave warning concerning the powers of Nazi cor- 
ruption was contained in a statement made to Reuter 


* 


by Colonel Colin Bain-Marais, the South African 
Minister to France, who was able to watch at first hand 
the recent tragic collapse. In the course of this statement 
he said: 

He was convinced that whatever attack was now contem- 
plated upon England by Germany would come quickly, and 
that we must not underestimate the German strength, 
Further, no consideration must be shown to Fifth Colum- 
nists. In Great Britain and South Africa, especially in the 
latter, there were many Quislings. 

This danger was very real, and there must be no question 
of finer feelings in dealing with it. Great Britain was now 
the last outpest of the civilised world and would have to 
bear the brunt of the battle on which depended the liberties 
of the British Commonweath and of all other peoples. Hitler 
and his army had succeeded partly because they always had 
the ertemy within the gate. The British and South African 
peoples were inclined to consider the finer feelings of their 
opponents, but we had reached without doubt the last chap- 
ter of the war, and every step must be taken to prevent the 
Quislings from undermining our position. 


There is only one way of dealing with a monster, 
like Hitierism and its corruption—to stamp on it and 
crush it. Hesitancy, half measures, the urge to com- 
promise, exactly play the Nazi game and spell, in the 
end, universal damnation. There is, in this, no counsel 
of savagery, no spirit of spite or vindictiveness, but 
only the frank statement of the only means whereby 
to rescue the world from unutterable woe. It is either 
Hitlerism or civilisation. To adapt a Nazi slogan, the 
watchword of the nations must be “Perish Hitlerism!” if 
the free men and their children, in the British Empire 
and in the Americas and elsewhere, are to escape 
the worse than death of Nazi domination. There must 
be an end of vain compromise talk—of that weak, 
spineless, and contemptible isolationism that shiveringly 
hopes to be saved by other's efforts. The call to the 
nations is for a great movement of spiritual purifica- 
tion—purification from those lazy or cowardly illusions 
of the past and the tragic misunderstandings which have 
‘followed therefrom. It comes with overwhelming force 
to those in high circles who mistook a monstrosity for 
a revelation of light. It demands from those concerned, 
in all walks of life, a cleansing from the errors and 
deceptions which enfeebled their wills, a frank repent- 
ance, and a determination henceforth to pull their full 
weight in the great crusade for. human deliverance. 

In this holy campaign for the purification of the 
national soul, we have the right to call on the religious 
leaders of all faiths for sustained and forthright help. 
They know that, in this struggle the survival of all 
religion is at stake, and that, in the event of defeat, 
the very name of God will perish from men’s minds. 
Whatever their denomination they know beyond doubt 
that in refusing truck with the evil thing and smashing 
it beyond hope of resurrection they are only obeying 
the teaching alike of the Christian and the Jewish 
creeds, which have no feeble and mistaken weakness 
for compromise with bloody and incorrigible sin. From 
them, from the religiously faithful of all creeds, should 
go forth the moral injunction that whatever shape the 
new World that is to be may take there must and shall 
be no room in it for the foulness of the Hitler creed. 
On that basis alone can the free men in the world face 
the future with complete confidence. Only if Britain 
is clean in soul and united in that spirit will the words 
of Shakespeare remain true in our day: 

This England never did, nor never shall, 
Lie at the proud foot of a conqueror, 
But when it first did help to wound itself. 


Come the three corners of the world in arms, 

And we shall shock them: naught shall make 
us rue, 

lf England to itself do rest but true. 


SIR ROBERT'S WARNING 


IN an interview this week, which should receive the im- 
mediate and earnest attention of the Community, Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen utters a strong warning of the religious 
disintegration which faces British Jewry unless it pulls itself 
together betimes and takes the requisite measures. This 
does but repeat, though not without reason; what has been 
said again and again in these columns. The causes at work 
are only too clear and are well known. Sir Robert briefly 
enumerates them. But they go down to the very roots of 
our religious life and threaten its extinction. Speaking of 
the United Synagogue in particular, Sir Robert declares 
that in some forty years’ experience he does not remember 
a time when our religious problems were more urgent. He 
asserts also that even now, after ten months of war, many 
people do not realise the dangers which brood over Judaism 
in this country. This is only too true and too tragic. 


What is the Community about? Is its loyalty to its faith 
being revealed as a sham? Is its concern with the national 
danger being taken as a reason why religion sigpuld be cast 
behind it as at best an irrelevance and at worst a luxury 
upon which the economiser’s knife should be wielded first 
and unsparingly? If so, there could be no greater or more 
disastrous delusion. This war. is essentially a fight for 
religion in its broadest expression. In the waging of it we 
need, desperately, all the succour and fortification that 
religion can bring. The crowds which thronged our syna- 
gogues on the first day of Intercession witnessed to the 
acceptance of this truth. Then why is religion thrust from 
mind on all other days and its claims on our loyalty 
callously disregarded? And why, to come to hard realities, 
are synagogue bills ignored, and the institutions that seek 
to maintain our religious fabric left to shift for themselves 
and.perhaps to collapse? | 


RELIGIOUS MOBILISATION 


Ir the place of religious life in the nation’s war effort is 
vital, and if, in upholding it, we are upholding also the 
nation’s spirit, then this neglect is unpatriotic. It is doubly 
unpatriotic, because it promises to confront post-war 
Britain with a young pagan Jewry which, in losing its soul, 
will have lost its way through life, and may stray into 
no man knows what follies and dangers, to the hurt of the 
country and the peril of the Jewish future in these islands. 
Sir Robert outlines an important scheme for bringing home 
to every Jew his responsibility to the Synagogue, and urging 
him at all costs to maintain his part in its life and his con- 
tribution—spiritual and financial—to its work. It is pro- 
foundly to be hoped that it will be eagerly responded to. 
On no other terms can English Jewry look forward to a 
future worth having, or play the historic part destined for 
it in shaping the lives of post-war world Jewry. 


WAR AND WEDDINGS 


A CORRESPONDENT last week made the admirable sug- 
gestion that wedding presents should take the form of 
National Savings Certificates or Defence Bonds. In this way, 
he argued, donors would spare themselves some headaches, 
and the national war effort would be furthered—not only 
because “saving”. would be promoted but because 
expenditure would be avoided on articles which are fre- 
quently luxuries, especially in these times. To this may 
be added that the annoyance frequently experienced of 
discovering belatedly that one’s gift is only one of several 
of the same type would no longer haunt the waking thoughts 
of the intending giver. Our correspondent also proposed 
that money spent on receptions and dances should in future 
be used for the purchase of bonds. These functions, how- 
ever, are now fittingly few, as our advertising columns show. 
He repeats the proposal that our lay and religious organisa- 
tions should set about forming savings groups. This ts 
very much to the point. It may be that this step has been 
widely taken. No collated information on the matter is 
available.+ But it obviously represents a duty which, one 
hopes, has not been overlooked. ) 


A JEWISH V.C. NOT WANTED 


One has, as a matter of course, every respect for timely 
precautions taken to ensure the national safety, especially 
at this critical moment. But, even so, there should, one 
thinks, surely be room for some intelligent elasticity in 
their application, and this seems to have been conspicuously, 
not to say grotesquely, lacking in the treatment of one of 
the Jewish V.C.s of the last war, Corporal Jack White. 
Corporal White's military career is well known. On the 
outbreak of the Great War, he left a good job in Oslo, 
at the age of eighteen, in order to join up, and after three 
years of notable service was awarded the Victoria Cross in 
1917 for a remarkable act of bravery in Mesopotamia. Even 
before the present conflict began he longed to be of service 
again to his country. He volunteered for the R.A.F. balloon 
barrage section. He was turned down. When, under the 
menace of invasion, the L.D.V.s were instituted, he again 
joined up, was accepted, and then, in effect, turned out of 
this new force. What was the reason for this treatment? 
Anti-Semitism? Certainly not! What then? Just this— 
his father had been born in Russia, and had not become 
naturaliset~ Or, as an L.D.V. of the N.W. Region, Colonel 
R. L. Hutchison, is reported, rather quaintly, to have 
explained in an interview, “now the public realise the 
danger they will not tolerate anyone who has the slightest 
suspicion of birth.” The regulations, he added, forbade the 
acceptance of Corporal White, “the regulations must be 
obeyed,” and consequently, and “in the main,” hundreds of 
individuals thus affected cannot, under them, be accepted. 


RED. TAPE IN EXCELSIS 


THe case of Jack White has, quite apart from his fine 
patriotic record, an exceptional poignancy. His father, 
though unnaturalised, had lived for fifty years in Man- 
chester. His mother was an Edinburgh girl. He himself 
is British-born, and the husband of one of his daughters 
was a soldier in the British Force in Norway. If ever there 
was a case for the exercise of a little common sense surely 
this was one. Regulations are made for the country, and 
not the country for regulations; Corporal White himself, 
who says that he is not annoyed by his treatment, but only 
grieved and hurt, and longing for another chance to serve, 
states that, of 25,000 Jewish ex-Servicemen in Britain, there 
must be hundreds of old soldiers in a similar position to 


his own. One cannot think that such a ban is conducive 
to the national welfare. 


It will be recalled that some time ago the question of 
military service by persons one or both of whose parents 
were foreigners was the subject of a satisfactory arrange- 
ment by the authorities. But that arrangement did not apply 
to the L.D.V.s or the R.A.F. balloon barrage section, and 
was confined to the Territorials. Surely the extension of 
this arrangement to the two former bodies—at all events 
in exceptional circumstances like those of Corporal White— 
should now be considered. The authorities, no doubt, have 
tremendous preoccupations at this moment, and no one 
would lightly add to their tasks. But we are confidene that, 
this matter having now been publicly ventilated, it will not 
escape their attention or be dismissed out of hand. After 
all, if this war has taught so far any lesson it is that the 
unnecessary waste of available material, the blind adherence 
to the letter of regulations regardless of their spirit and 
objective, and a fossilised inability to adjust plans to’ varying 
circumstances are the stepping stones which Hitler’s enemies 


have too often, though unknowingly, provided for his 
advances.

FASCISTS AND SCOUTING 


The Association’s Attitude 


From the Rt. Hon. Lord HAMPTON 
(Chief Commissioner, The Boy Scouts Association) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The attention of my Association has been drawn to 
the letter from Mr. A. Goodman, in your issue of May 17, 
with regard to “ Fascists and Scouting.” 

Ll regret that the reply given to a Rover Scout in the 
Scouter for August, 1939, is not strictly accurate. 

The policy of the Association with regard to its members 
belonging to political parties is quite clear. There is no 
objection to a member of the movement belonging to any 
particular recognised political party provided that he accepts 
the Scout Promise and Scout Law in their entirety. But 
should any organisation, political or otherwise, embrace 
in its code anything antagonistic to the Scout Promise and 
Scout Law no member of such organisation could remain 
in, or become a member of, the Boy Scouts Association.

in the letter published in Tue Jewisu CHronicte of May 17 
(referred to by Lord Hampton), Mr. A. Goodman, of Middles- 
brough, wrote: 

“In the monthly issue of the Scourer for August, 1939, 
there appeared a letter from a Rover Scout who also belongs 
to the B.U.F. His Rover Leader had told him that member- 
ship of the Scout movement was incompatible with member- 
ship of the B.U.F., and he wanted to know if that was the 
official attitude. The reply severely told the Rover Leader 
off, saying that he had no business to say what he did, and 
that although headquarters did not altogether agree with the 
policy of the B.U.F., a person who makes the Scout Promise 
and accepts the Scout Laws can belong to both the B.U.F. and 
the Scout movement.” Mr. Goodman continued: “* The fourth 
Scout Law says a Scout is a friend to all and a brother to every 
other Scout no matter to what class or creed the ether belongs. 
1 therefore wrote to headquarters pointing out that the B.U.F. 
were avowedly the enemies of, among others, the Jews and that 
therefore they cannot be true * friends’ and * brothers’ to 
Jewish members of the Scout movement.” 

Mr. Goodman was unable to obtain a satisfactory reply. Now, 
however, the statement by Lord Hampton, Chief Commissioner 
of the Boy Scouts Association, should make it perfectly clear 
that those belonging to any political organisation whose policy 
involves enmity of any particular class or creed, members of 
which are Scouts, cannot “ remain in, or become a member of, 
the Boy Scouts Association.”

It was reported that evacuations from the town, in- 
cluding those who had to leave under the Aliens Order, had 
deprived the Community of a large part of its membership 
and as the financial position was such that the cost of the 
maintenance of communal life, including, principally, the 
payment of officials’ salaries, could be borne for only a 
very short time, an appeal was made to all members to 
honour their obligations to the full no matter where they 
were temporarily domiciled. In any event, one of the 
town’s two Synagogues—probably the one at Ceylon Road 
-~would be closed almost immediately. 


At a meeting of the local Association of Jewish Youth, held 
last week, with Mr. J. Judelson in the Chair, it was decided 
to suspend all activities for the time being, with the exception 
of the War Comforts Committee. Mr. Stuart Wand has resigned 
as organiser of the Committee, and subscriptions and offers 
in kind should be sent to Miss Ruth Gee (69, York Road, 
Southend), who has been appointed in his stead. 


LEEDS RE-EVACUATION PLANS 


Children Get Instructions on 
Religious Observance 


[From our Correspondent] 


Faced with the imminent re-evacuation of schools, the 
Leeds Talmud Torah has made detailed preparations for the 
religious needs of the children in the reception areas. 

In the last evacuation, the Jewish children were scattered 
among a large number of villages, with main centres at 
Lincoln, Crofton, and Walton; and despite the dwindling 
number of children, most of the Hebrew classes which were 
organised at the centres have continued without interrup- 
tion. At Lincoln, a hostel was opened and a kasher canteen 
established, and the Rev. M. Bloch was appointed supervisor. 
The close contact then established with Mr. H. Guest, the 
City of Leeds Education Officer, 4s well as with the billeting 
authorities, is now being maintained. 

A meeting of Jewish schoolchildgen last week at the New 
Synagogue, Chapeltown’ Road, was attended by 700 boys 
and girls. The Rev. Isaac Cohen, addressing the children, 
said he wished to avoid the confusion of last September, 
by giving clear instructions on religious observance before 
the evacuees were dispersed rather than afterwards. He 
emphasised the following pomnts : 

Meat served in a non-Jewish house must not be eaten. 

Parents’ should send their children ready-cooked kasher meat. 
All fish may be eaten, except eels and shellfish. 

In the present emergency the Chief Rabbi has permitted the 
use of non-kasher utensils in the preparation of meals, but 
milk food should not, of course, be eaten together with meat 
at the same meal. 

Never make a fuss: remember that your foster-mother may 
have never known a Jew before, and that what is customary to 
you may seem peculiar to her. If any difficulties arise, write 
for advice to the Synagogue Office. 

If ever you have to face any danger, always repeat the last 
words of the Adon Olam, “ God is with me, I'm not going to 
be afraid.” 

Dr. Zvi Goldstein, the Ba-Koach of Leeds Habonim, urged the 
children to form themselves into active Habonim Gedudim. 
Particulars of school, age, and Hebrew education were taken by 
Mr. S. Fineberg, the Secretary of the Talmud Torah, from those 
children who are already registered for evacuation. 


HOME FOR AGED JEWS 
Weekly Deficit 


The annual meeting of the Home for Aged Jews and 
Home of Rest was held last Sunday at the Leeds Jewish 
Institute, Alderman H. Morris, J.P., presiding. 

Mr. M. Myers compared the income and expenditure of 
the years 1936 and 1939, a year prior to, and a year after, 
the inauguration of the Home of Rest, showing that expendi- 
ture had increased by almost 50 per cent. on provisions, 
by 200 per cent. on nursing staff, by 25 per cent. on domestic 
personnel, corresponding increases Gn rates, lighting, heating, 
etc. The relatively small increase in income did not counter- 
balance this, and the result was a weekly deficit of over 
£20. He appealed to all subscribers to double their sub- 
scriptions. This was essential if the Home of Rest was 
to be kept open.

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GLASGOW HELPS REFUGEES 
Seeking Homes for Women 


[From our Correspondent] 


Plans for obtaining accommodation for women enemy 
aliens who had to leave the East of Scotland when it was 
declared a protected area were discussed at a meeting of the 
Glasgow Jewish Refugees Committee last week. Mr. J. 
Sachs, J.P., who presided, said they would do everything 
in their power to find accommodation in the Glasgow area. 
and he emphasised the point that no financial responsibility 
would devolve on Glasgow for accommodating the cases 
affected. 

Mr. J. Sagman stated that about 200 persons were 
involved, and half of this number had been dealt with 
through various organisations and individuals in Edinburgh. 
Miss Anderson, representing the Edinburgh Committee. 
said that most of refugees involved were in domestic 
service, and they had been self-supporting. 

It was stated that, of the refugees coming to Glasgow, 
about thirty-five would be found accommodation im- 
mediately through various organisations. The remainder it 
was suggested should, as far as possible, be given temporary 
accommodation in private houses until permanent arrange- 
ments could be made. It was agreed to adopt this course. 
In addition, it was proposed that an appeal be made to 
members of the local community who have removed to safe 
areas to allow their Glasgow homes to be utilised for the 
temporary accommodation of refugees. 


PALESTINE EXHIBITION 


A Palestine Exhibition was held in the Glasgow Zionist 
Centre last week with the object of stimulating interest in 
the local J.N.F. Week effort. Presiding at the opening 
ceremony, Mr. J. Karter, Chairman of the Glasgow J.N.F. 
Commission, congratulated the local Habonim for their 
work in planning and constructing the exhibition. Coming 
as it did in J.N.F. Week, it did a great deal to demonstrate 
how the funds of that organisation were being spent. 

A feature of the exhibition was a scale reproduction of 
the type of settiement extensively used during the dis- 
turbances a few years ago, which were constructed in a 
few hours, so that settlers were able to defend themselves 
against attack on the first night.

HOMELESS, JOBLESS, 
FRIENDLESS 


Unhappy Plight of Thousands 
in England 


EVERYTHING VERBOTEN 


{From our Special Correspondent] 


The Government has not yet made up its mind about the 
refugees, and so a thousand-and-one different, and often 
conflicting, views are being put forward. 

The EVENING News, for instance, says: “The time to 
solve the enemy alien problem is now. And the only sure 
and safe solution is to intern all the male enemy altens 
between sixteen and sixty at once.” In an equally 
unenlightened manner Mr. Bernard Campion, K.C., the 
magistrate at Tower Bridge Court, last week said to a 
German Jewish refugee who was appearing before him for 
being out of doors after the aliens’ curfew time: “ You are 
a German subject. I refuse to take the word of any Ger- 
man. How am I to know you would not work against 
this country once the Germans got here? ” 

Mr. Campion seems to have forgotten, first, that no Jewish 
refugee is a German subject, secondly, that events in France 
have once again proved that the enemy within the gates 
is not the refugee but the native reactionary. As one weekly 
puts it: “The alliance, for long implicit, between the 
extreme French Right and the Fascist dictatorships has been 
consummated at last.” 

As opposed to this extreme view, there are many who 
are urging the Government to make the best use possible 
of the refugees. A memorandum dealing with this (on the 
lines that I mentioned last week) is at present being circu- 
lated among M.P.s. It has been drawn up by Mrs. Dorothy 
F. Buxton. 

Meanwhile, privation and suffering among refugees in 
this country ts not diminishing.. Faced with the problem of 
a growing number of homeless, jobless, and in many cases 
friendless, people, refugee authorities in London have taken 
drastic steps to get them off the streets. In Hackney a 
casual ward has been taken over for women. I hope that 
conditions there have improved since | was given details 
at the beginning of the week of the very hard way in which 
the women are living. 

It is of course impossible to detail the sufferings which 
have once again been imposed upon the refugees-—in the 
great majority of cases unnecessarily, I believe. What .is 
needed in the application of all orders is a little elasticity 
and humanity, and these have very often been lacking. 


War Work Suffers

aliens {rom that area,” he wrote to Tue Times. “ Some 
thousands have to move out this week, and the first result 
is to cause the immediate withdrawal of an equal number of 
housewives: and daughters from unpaid A.R.P. first-aid work, 
and similar civilian defence Work. The vast majority of these 
friendly aliens are of the Jewish faith. Their one aim is to do 
something m the common cause against Hitlerism, and by 
working as domestics they were able to release large numbers 
of English for civilian duties. Already the authorities are asking 
for more workers. 

“ One can only assume that these unhappy people are Fifth 
Column suspects, yet the local police have the fullest particulars 
of all of them, and the families they are working for. could 
surely guard against any possible subversive activities. What 
is the position now? They are told to get out. They can go into 
Central London or any area not protected, without resources, 
homeless, a charge on the rates or charitable organisations, 
unable to work, a ready prey to defeatism. Yet the real Fifth 
Column, when the time comes, will be the unknown, unregistered 
renceades of our own blood. 

“ To cite my own case. I turned over part of my garden to 
vegetables, and employed a friendly alien to work on this food 
production. A Jew of some 60 years of age, he was happy 
to work with his hands in what he termed the common cause. 
His son, who could have in the carly days of the war proceeded 
to the United States, considered it his duty to join up in the 
Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps. A fine type of young Jew 
who has already suffered the tortures of the concentration camp, 
his one aim in life was to do something in combat Hitlerism 
and all it stands for 

“ His wife worked as a domestic, and thereby released my 
wife for very active participation in local defence work. I am 
a member of the Local Defence Volunteers. Now what is 
the position? The home must be kept going, so local defence 
work is minus one. Do | withdraw from the Local Defence 
Volunteers in order to dig for victory or let the vegetable plot 
fade out? There are, after all, only 24 hours a day, and the 
bulk of my day is spent in the City on business which is 
predominantly export. 

“ Truly the working of the bureaucratic mind passeth all 
understanding.” 

What is one to say about the fact that the War Office 
has issued orders suspending the enlistment of German and 
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Austrian nationals into the British Army? It is believed 
that the Auxiliary Military Pioneer Co which these 
refu have formed will be disbanded. * members 
of these C have already been interned although they 
have fought for this country abroad. It appears that when 
asked their address, they gave the Richborough Camp. As 
the Camp no longer exists, they were interned. Such treat- 
ment does not, of course, induce the happiest of feelings 
among refugees. 

A number of Category C refugees have been interned, 
and as cases of people in this category are continually being 
reviewed it is expected that many more are likely to be 
interned, 

It is, | am sure, in the best interests of this country care- 
fully to sift the refugees and to make full use of those who 
can help us turn this island into a fortress. 

The refugees themselves are sure of this. : 

Here is what Wenzel Jaksch, the London representative 
of the Sudeten German Social Democratic Party, thinks 
(as described in a letter to the NEw STATESMAN AND 
NATION). 

“ All refugees, irrespective of poi tical faith and race, including 
those who have been hitherto recognised as friendly aliens, 
are made to suffer by these unfair generalisations. Men who have 
registered for services extremely important for the prosecution 
of the war, farm workers tree fellers, and the like, are faced 
with serious difficulties as soon as they want to take up some 
job. Others among my friends, who are doing their duty as 
soldiers in one of the Allied armies, must fear that one day 
the families whom they have left in England will be treated as 
Fifth Columnists.” 

He recalls how in Czechoslovakia “ the small party which I 
had the honour to lead protected its cxiled friends from Germany 
and Austria against any kind of persecution and supported 
their illegal anti-Nazi activity. . . . With this memory still fresh 
in our minds it is with bitter feelings that we see a democratic 
country lock up in internment camps large numbers of Austrians 
and Germans who havé devoted their lives to the struggle for 
freedom and human rights, together with real Nazis. 

“In my mind, a country’s honour is involved in the way 
in which it. treats its guests, who are also its allies, and the 
methods it adopts in this matter are also a measure of its 
confidence in itself.” 


MORE ARRESTS 


Widespread arrests among category “C™ refugees took 
place on Tuesday and Wednesday in the early hours of the 
morning. Those detained, who are said to number about 
400, are to be interned. Most of the arrests were made 
in North-West and South-West London and in Manchester, 
Leeds, and Sheffield. 

Among those taken into custody were a number of men 
who had been engaged in refugee relief activities. No state- 


ment was issued by the Home Office regarding the arrests, - 


but according to the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post, 
they followed a review by Scotland Yard of over 40,000 


Cases. 


According to the Damucy Mirror, the refugees had ignored 
the Defence Regulations by owning and using cars under 
nominee names and possessing wircless sets. 


DEPUTATION TO HOME OFFICE 


{From our Special Correspondent] 


A deputation led by the Parliamentary Refugees Com- 
mittee saw officials from the Home Office and War Office 
on Monday. The deputation, led by Miss Eleanor Rath- 
bone, M.P.. included Sir Herbert Emerson, High Com- 
missioner for Refugees. I understand that there was some 
open talk, and great concern was expressed about the 
manner in which the refugees were being handled. A more 
enlightened policy was urged. 


INTERNEES IN THE ISLE OF MAN 
Rabbi's Welfare Visit 


Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld visited the internment camps on 
the Isle of Man, on behalf of the Chief Rabbi, on Monday 
last. He had conversations with the Commandants of both 
the men’s and women’s camps upon the welfare and reli- 
gious problems of Jewish internees. 

In accordance with the decision obtained from the War 
Office, arrangements have now been made for the provision 
of kasher food for all Orthodox men and women, and the 
Isle of Man Government, which has the control of food 
supplies to the camps, is ordering kasher foodstuffs from 
Liverpool. The extra cost involved will have to be pro- 
vided from Communal funds, and it is hoped that various 
organisations will participate in the scheme. The London 
Board of Shechita has promised its support. 

In each camp a few houses have been set apart where the 
Orthodox members are housed and where kasher kitchens, 
en by representatives of the internees, are main- 
tained. 

Religious services are held daily by the Orthodox groups, 
and on Sabbaths for all Jewish internees. The Commandant 
of the women’s camps has advised that a special place of 
prayer and meeting be obtained for the use of the Jewish 
women. It is also hoped that a Jewish representative will be 
appointed to reside on the island.

KASHER CANTEEN COMMITTEE 
Chief Rabbi’s Appeal 


In connection with the Chief Rabbi's (Kasher Canteen) 
Committee, an appeal has been issued by Dr. Hertz, in the 
course of which he says: 

Thousands of Jewish children, who have been 
evacuated and now severed from all Jewish associa- 
tions, are being estranged from Judaism and Jewish 
observances. Instead of parents, home, and Synagogue, 
they have now practically nothing. In many cases there 
is in addition to ¢treifus, a deliberate alienation from 
Judaism. They are drifting towards Shemad. _ 

Unless some active steps are taken immediately, all 
the work and educational efforts of Anglo-Jewry through- 
out many decades will be nullified. It is vital that local 
centres of Jewish life and influence be established and 
maintained in every town and village where Jewish 
children have been billeted. 

1 therefore say to every individual Jew and Jewess: 
“Do you realise the spiritual tragedy that our indiffer- 
ence may cause? If we remain inactive, there is no 
future for Judaism in this country. To save our children 
everyone must join in a great, sacred effort.”

their children the possession of a 

bicycle because of the dangers of the 
road caused by increased motof traffic. But 
the child who learns early to manage a 
cycle is a potentially safer cyclist than he 
who only takes to the. road after his child- 
hood or even his youth its past. As with 
horse-riding, cycling is successful only when 
the rider and his mount are one, and when 
complete mastery and ease are established 
between him and his means of transport. 
So the earlier the little ones learn to balance 
themselves on bicycles the safer they will 
ultimately be on them when they grow up. 


Unique Opportunity 


The present time offers a unique oppor- 
tunity, for letting the children become pro- 
ficient cyclists. Motor traffic is reduced far 
below tlie pre-war level. and there are once 
again quiet lanes, streets, and roads where 
the beginner can practise riding with safety. 


In starting a very young child on a 
bicycle. care should be taken to see that the 
machine is small enough for complete 
physical control over it. The child should 
be able to rest his feet on the ground with- 
out getting off the saddle, and thus, when 
necessary, be able to stop without toppling 
over.

Now is the time to 
teach the children to 
ride a_ bicycle—and 
to clean, care for, 
and repair it 


a small bicycle by the brakes, but a larger 
one can run away with him and perhaps gain 
dangerous speed. Brakes should be well 
oiled and carefully examined each day by 
a responsible person. 

The most effective means of teaching a 
child to have confidence in himself is to ride 
with him in the early days of his cycling, 
and to ride with him in traffic as soon as he 
is fairly safe. Keep him on the inside, and 
while you are riding point out to him all 
the precautions he must take when he is 
a user of the road. The most important 
of these is to give adequate warning to 
approaching traffic of the direction he 
intends to take. 


On the Pavement 


While children are young and ride the 
very small cycles they should be taught 
always to ride on the pavement when the, 
are alone. But even so a course of road 
conduct is very useful, because danger has 
arisen to children who, although riding on 
the pavements, have suddenly decided to 
cross thoroughfares along which motor 
traffic is passing. And every mother knows 
that sooner or later the boy or girl will 
cease to be content with pavements, with 
their bumps up and down, and will take 
to the smooth, well-preserved roads. It is

When children do ride in the road they 
must have impressed on them the fact that, 
owing to their smallness and the relative 
lowness of their machines, they are not as 
visible to motor traffic as is a full-sized 
machine with an adult rider. Therefore 
they must be doubly particular about 
signalling to oncoming vehicles their inten- 
tion of turning or stopping or in any other 
way breaking the continuity of the traffic 
stream. 


Look Behind 


When they are sufficiently good riders, 
they can be encouraged to glance behind 
them, especially before turning into a road 
at a right-hand angle. But even so they 
should signify their intention of doing so 
well before the turning, by raising the hand 
nearer to it. 

Children should be encouraged to do 
their own cycle repairs. Cleaning and oiling 
the machine should be a matter of routine, 
and the child must also be ready to help 
mend punctures until such time as he can 
accomplish repairs unaided 

It has sometimes been declared by nervous 
mothers that they will on no account allow 
their children to possess bicycles. Such 
mothers should reflect that modern children 
are not so easily deflected from the trend 
of the times, and that those forbidden 
machines of their own will as likely as not 
be sympathetically supplied with them by 
commuserating friends. 


The Law-Breaker 


If a child rides his friend’s bike, he will 
do so as a “law-breaker,” the consciousness 
of which will tend to worry him while on the 
which will tend to worry him while on the 
saddle. He will also be on a machine whose 
peculiarities are unfamiliar to him, which 
will not conduce to his safety. 

Parents who have until now remained 
adamant in the matter of allowing their 
children to ride should reconsider the matter 
in the light of the reduced dangers of the 
roads at present. they can thus utilise the 
summer days for a pleasurable relaxation 
for the little ones, whose interest in and 
response to the proposition should go a 
long way towards solving the problem of 
their amusement and occupation in war- 
lume, besides keeping them fit and happy.

Jewish Cookery 


SUMMER VEGETABLES 


While broad beans are still young they 
can be sliced and cooked like scarlet 
runners; they are extremely good cooked 
like this, and 2 Ib. would be ample for 6 
people. Any left over can be used in salad. 

Cur ends off pods and also a thin slice 
down either side so that the strings are 
entirely removed, then with a sharp knife 
shred thinly right through pod and bean. 
Cook in boiling salted water till tender, 
drain (reserving the water for vegetable 
soup) and add a knob of margarine. 


Shredded Cabbage 


Cut cabbage into quarters, remove hard 
stalk and any very coarse or discoloured 
leaves. Cut into fine shreds and wash 
thoroughly. Cook quickly in boiling salted 
water till tender, drain, return to saucepan 
with a litthe margarine, salt, and pepper, 
and make thoroughly hot. Heap up im a 
hot dish surrounded with triangles of toast. 
Here is another way of cooking shredded 
cabbage. Prepare as above, put in a 
colander standing in a bowl, pour over boil- 
ing water, cover and leave for five minutes, 
then drain. Put im a casserole with 2 ozs. 
margarine and two tablespoonfuls water, 
salt and pepper. Cover and cook in a slow 
oven about two hours, stirring occasionally. 
if liked, after cooking for one hour add 
some raw potatoes cut into small pieces. 


Green Peas and Lettuce 


To one pt. shelled green peas allow one 
round lettuce (or the outside leaves of two 
or three lettuces of which the hearts are 
used for salad), two ozs. margarine, two 
tablespoonfuls water, 4 oz. flour, salt, and 
pepper. Cut up lettuce and put in a 
casserole with the peas, margarine, and 
seasoning, cover and cook very gently tll 
the peas are tender. Blend the flour with 
the water, add to peas, boil for five minutes, 
stirring all the time, and serve in the 
casserole. 

arrots 

YOUNG carrots are very good cooked in 
a casserole in the oven. Scrape them and 
cut lengthways in halves or quarters, accord- 
ing to the size, put in a casserole with 
1-2 ozs. margarine, two or three tablespoon- 
fuls stock or water and a little seasoning. 
Cover closely and bake in a moderate oven 
till tender: stir once or twice. They can be 
baked on the lower shelf of the oven whilst 
the meat or other dish is cooked above. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley ten minutes 
before serving.

EVACUATING CHILDREN ABROAD 


There has been talk of late, both in Parliament and the 
public Press, of the re-evacuation of children to the 
Dominions: May I suggest that certain preliminary 
inquiries be made by our responsible leaders as to the 
extent Jewish Communities overseas would be prepared to 
offer the hospitality of their homes to our children. Per- 
haps representative Jewish bodies overseas might be asked 
to prepare a register of Jewish families who might be willing 
in certain circumstances to admit our children to their homes 
for the duration of the war. It would be folly to delay 
and then find ourselves in a mess of improvisations. I 
believe no efforts should be spared in making arrangements 
for every possible contingency. | am sure an inquiry now 
would allay anxiety felt by many Jewish parents —Mr. H. 
Lewis (Headmaster, West Hampstead Boarding School), 
“ The Broads,” High Street, Southover, Lewes, Sussex. 


There must be many Jewish parents desirous of sending 
their children to the Dominions and U.S.A. for the duration 
of the war under the Government scheme. I would respect- 
fully urge the appropriate Jewish authorities in this country 
to approach the Government with the suggestion that 
Jewish overseas evacuees should be sent out in groups, and 
on arrival at their destinations be cared for either privately 
or in hostels by the Dominions and U.S.A. Jewish Com- 
munities. If, as may be, the children will be away for 
years, unless they are in Jewish homes it will bode ill for 
the future of Judaism in this country when they return.— 
S. Levene, 20, Farleigh Road, N.16. 

I think the time has arrived for the provision of contacts 
with Jewish families in the United States of America and 
the British Dominions for the evacuation of Jewish children. 
The Government scheme for the general evacuation of 
children is under way and arrangements are being made by 
educational bodies and parents to avail themselves of it. 
Jewish children provide an essential problem of their own 
and I feel that it should be the immediate concern of the 
proper authorities to deal with it. The question of payment 
as a post-war charge is one which might also be considered. 
Lack of proper planning has been the cause of the failure 
of Jewish evacuation. 1, therefore, hope that it will not 
recur in this larger scheme if it is to be adopted. It ts a 
matter which deserves the special attention of the Board of 
Deputies and I hope they wii lose no time in considering 
it.——-COUNCILLOR IstporE (Mayor), Town Hall, 
Bangor, N. Wales.

JEWISH ORPHANAGE 


Maintaining the School in Evacuation 


Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, the President, presided over 
the annual General Court of Governors and Subscribers 
of the Jewish Orphanage, West Norwood, which was held 
last week at New Court, St. Swithin’s Lane. E.C. 

Mr. de Rothschild moved the adoption of the annual 
report. The report recalled that on September 1 the 
Orphanage was evacuated to Worthing, and it said that the 
Committee were most grateful to ihe municipal authorities 
and townspeople, who were co-operating wholeheartedly 
with their Superintendent (Mr. I. V. Rosenthal) and their 
Headmaster (Mr. H. Content) and their staffs in their efforts 
for the welfare of the girls and boys. Headquarters of 
the Orphanage had been set up at Lyons Farm House, 
Sompting Road, Worthing. 

The Committee were able to report a very satisfactory 
bill of health, due in great measure to the devoted and 
efficient work of Sister Cohen. 

During the year under review, four boys gained L.C.C. 
Technical Trade Scholarships and one boy an L.C.C. Supple- 
mentary Scholarship. 

age oogese children were admitted during the year avd 48 
left. >: average number of children was 365. At the ose 
of the year the number on the roll] was 256. 

The war had naturally impeded the work of their Orphan 
Aid Societies, whose contributions showed a great falling off 
,from those of the preceding years. During 1939 the total 
contributions from Orphan Aid Societies was £3,996, as against 
£9,228 in 1938. A loss in revenue of more than £5,000 was a 


very serious blow to the charity. 

The year closed with an excess of ordinary expenditure over 
ordinary income of £4,721, continues the report. That was 
the largest deficit since 1926, the year of the Orphanage’s last 
public appeal. The Committee, faced with a diminishing income 
and an imecreasing expenditure (since the cost of living was 
steadily mounting) was gravely concerned. 

The report was carried and the accounts were adopted.

The Children and the Dominions 


The Government scheme to evacuate children to the 
Dominions brought no fewer than 35,000 inquiries last 
week at the London offices set up to deal with parents’ 
applications. I think that there were comparatively few 
Jewish inquiries. The reason would probably be found in 
the strong family ties in Jewish homes, which would make 
mothers reluctant to part with their children, especially as 
the present scheme does noi allow for the accompaniment 
of children by their mothers. 

Of course, where there are relatives or friends to go to, 
there will be a bigger volume of inquiry. By far the larger 
number of connections of Jewish people are with America, 
rather than Canada. 

A scheme is to be announced in a few days, I hear, 
whereby 50,000 visas for women and children with relatives, 
friends, or others willing to be responsible for them will be 
made available from the unfilled American quota for 1939.

Rebecca, the film version of Daphne Du Maurier’s best 
seller, is no mere “starring vehicle.” It is a good story, 
with an exciting dénouement, enhanced by the acting of 
Laurence Olivier and Joan Fontaine. This is Joan's first 
Star part and she plays with simplicity and freshness the 
role of a young girl newly married to a man whose first 
wife was drowned a year before.

“AH, YOUTH! YOUTH!” 
A Last Offering from France 


Youth, with all its enthusiasms and impulses, its quests 
for Utopias and its disillusionment with everyday life, is the 
subject of “ Nous les Jeunes” (“A™ Cert.), a French film to 
be seen at the Academy from to-morrow onward. 

The story ts forced and hardly credible: six young men, 
fed up with life, decide to leave Paris and establish a little 
colony’ of their-own high tn the Alps. The intrusion of 
seven girls into this male Eden involves the inevitable con- 
sequences, but sex is not the only disturbing element 
brought from the outside world. It is not long before the 
camp splits into two groups, one authoritarian in charac- 
ter, the other anti-authority. At the height of the dissen- 
sions disaster threatens them all, and their quarrels are 
forgotten. 

Obviously in such a story there is ample material for 
both optimists and pessimists to seize upon for their own 
ends! But it is as a study of youth that the film is good: 
these lads and lasses are so real and keen, so natural in 
their discussion of the problems that loom so large and are 
really so petty, that they are bound to arouse a pang of 
yearning in many who recall their own passionate youth. 
For others there are some magnificent shots of the Alps tn 
repose and in turmoil. The film would have been better if 
edited with more eye to continuity.

The Festival of English and French Music has come to an 
end after only three of its ten concerts had been given. To 
bewail the fact ts to act as though objective circumstances 
should have no influence upon one’s subjective reactions to 
such arts aS music. June is not the best of months in 
which to hold any kind of musical festival, except an open- 
air one, and this June is exceptional in several other re- 
gards besides the weather. It is useless ‘remarking that 
music should be a solace or inspiration; that largely depends 
on the kind of music. 

On Wednesday evening the programme at the National 
Gallery ihcluded Howard Ferguson's Pianoforte Sonata in 
F minor, and a group of Debussy pieces, played by Myra 
Hess, and two groups of English songs. the one group 
ancient, the other modern, sung by Roy Henderson. it 
was all of good quality, and the sonata as played by Myra 
Hess sounded at times very exciting. But few people have 
sufficient power of detachment from the world to listen to 
Wood's “ Ethiopia Saluting the Colours”. or “ Have you 
seen but a whyte lilic grow?” (even when put across by 
Roy Henderson) while life outside is pregnant with event. 
The Festival, none the less, should be revived at some 


happier time.
